-Florrie Riddler are the best medium blue than the Lady Northcliff which is 
darkest blue. 

Blue Charm, China Blue, Cool Spring, Gatineau, Heavenly Blue, Kingfisher 
Blue, Mildred Stalhman, Mountain Pool, Perry Blue, Pickanock, Thisbe, True Blue, 
Turquoise Cup are all in the light blue lines, foliages and heights are different. 

Pinkish lavender tone are in Ahalya, Morning Magic, Mrs. Rowe and Mrs. Perry. 

Bob White, Lactea, Matane, Rimouski, Snew Bunting, Snow Crest, Snow queen, 
Snowy Egret, Star Dust, Tunkhannock, White Dove, White Empress, White Standard, 
and White Way, all in the whites class. Bob White japt to be flabby after the rain, 
Rimouski is slender stem, White Way have lean stem. Best whites are Snow Bunting,

Site the Red is poor grower, Helen Astor is fine red, Red Emporer has more 
white patches in falls, Towanda Redflare is fine grower and good blooming reds, 
Zest is the lightest red with cast of blue white Zerita is more rose red and a fine one. 

Large flowering of light purple in Llewellyn and darkest purple in Tycoon.
